In some portions of the United States 


there is a law against selling oleomar- 
garine unless it is plainly stamped. In 
Ontario the manufacturers are obliged 
to color their product pink, and in 
this way it has been driven out of the 
market. The imitation may be better 
than some qualities of butter, but here 
in Honolulu, where there are no dis- 
tinguishing marks, it is impossible to 
tell poor butter from good oleo, except 
by the effect it may have upon the 
system. Who knows but that some 
member of the Legislature may intro- 
duce a bill to regulate the sale of this 
stuff in the Islands.

In the relation, 
of pupil with teacher, think not only 
of gaining affection; in this connec- 
tion respect and confidence may be 
placed higher than love. 


Let the children take home school- 


room work and ask home questions. 
Invite parents often to the school to 
secure their co-operation. Concentrate 
thought; we cannot thoroughly do two 
things at once; we cannot think well 
while doing thoroughly something else. 
If you study while you plow, "Do you 
ever strike a root?" Moral training: 
Find the child; in the mud grows the 
beautiful lily; from sordid surround- 
ings often springs a beautiful soul. 


Then followed a discussion on meth- 


ods of teaching geography as given in 
the new course of study. Mr. Town- 
send, by request, took up this topic, 
and invited questions on any other 
subject in the course. He said that 
there were 11 paragraphs regarding 
each year's stduy of geography, and 
that each number corresponded in the 
four sets of 11. He remarked that mod- 
ern teaching makes much of the social 
element which, with the >oung child, 
i3 to be realized only in the home. He 
also spoke of the power of each to sup- 
ply the need of the other. As the mind 
expands and opportunities of observa- 
tion multiply, the child will come to 
know that this subject includes the 
commercial and treaty relations of na- 
tion to n.uion: he will understand the 
blessings of peace, and realize the dis- 
asters of war.

Tawnej of Minnesota, Loudenslager of 
New Jersey and Berry of Kentucky 
returned yesterday morning from Ho- 
nolulu in the steamship Australia. 
The ladies of the party were Mrs. Lou- 
denslager, Miss Berry, Mrs. B. B. 
Dovenor, wife of the Wheeling, W. Va., 
member of Congress, and Miss Grace 
Loud. Every member of the party was 
enthusiastic over the trip, which was 
a most pleasant one throughout. 


Congressman Tawney is the out- 


spoken annexationist of the party, 
though the other Republican members 
are not pronounced antls, and Berry 
expressed himself as favoring union, 
with conditions. Tawney put the ex- 
pression of his sentiments in part in 
this way: 


"At the reception to us, given by 


Minister Sewall, we stood in line for 
an hour meeting Americans or men 
and women, with American accent and 
ideas, and I then crossed to Senator 
Morgan and asked him how the com- 
pany impressed him. He answered: 
'The man who could come here and 
see this company, these people who 
are essentially Americans, and then 
desert them, leave them to their fate 
does not deserve the name of an Amer- 
ican.' That's the way I felt. I do not 
believe the Republic can be maintained 
long as things now stand. Many of 
the former Royalists, seeing this, while 
they feel the utmost love for their 
country, believe the only hope is in 
annexation, and so told me. 


"I was delighted with the fertility of 


the country, and the prospect that 
there will be a greater 
variety of 


products than was believed possible in 
such a climate. This may mean much 
for the future of the Islands. The Isl- 
and of Hawaii especially pleased me, 
with its long stretches of foothills and 
fertile mountain sides. I was most fa- 
vorably impressed by all that I saw, 
and found much to strengthen my an- 
nexation feeling." 


Conservatism, such as might be ex- 


pected in the chairman of the Appro- 
priations Committee, marks thought 
and speech of Congressman Cannon. 
He does not talk much, but through 
all runs a vein of opposition to en- 
larging the boundaries of the United 
States when so grave questions at 
home remain unanswered. He said: "I 
believe the Republic there—and it is 
a magnificent Government—could be 
maintained if the United States should 
say to the world, Hands off.' Other- 
wise some of the powers would un- 
doubtedly absorb the Islands. 
The 


United States could take Pearl harbor 
and improve it very cheaply and make 
a most magnificent harbor. 


"It is ours, we have paid millions for 


it more than enough to cover it with 
bills. With it there would be a guar- 
antee that no other nation had any 
right to dare hope to claim the Islands 
The harbor would be cheap at millions 
where it would cost hundreds to thou- 
sands." 
Loudenslager, while keeping quiet 


on the subject, has practically the 
same ideas. 
Berry, who is not an annexationist, 


rather outlined the Democratic policy, 
it is thought, in a speech at a luau, 
when he said that it must be remem- 
bered that nearer our shores was a 
republic struggling for freedom and an- 
nexation. This reference to Cuba is be- 
lievpd to mean that the opposition may 
endeavor to couple the problems. Ber- 
ry said he was pleased with his trip 
and learned much that was new and 
valuable.

THE ANTI'S MEET 


Several Haraians Mate Stirring 


PALACE 
SQUARE 
CROWDED 


J. O. Carter Tells What 


Rocks to Avoid. 


Resolutions Adopted Refused the 


Press —Will be Sent to 


Washington. 


The anti-annexation meeting on Pal- 


ace Square last night was attended by 
a large number of people, estimated 
from 800 to 2,000, including men, 
women and children of the native Ha- 
waiians, as well as a sprinkling of for- 
eigners. A small movable platform 
was placed in a position in front of 
the Pacific Tennis Club grounds, and 
here seats were placed for the speak- 
ers. Shortly after 7 o'clock J. K. Ka- 
hookano, as chairman of the evening, 
arose and announced the purpose of 
the meeting as being opposition to an- 
nexation, and to take action that Sen- 
ator Morgan could carry back to the 
United States with him as showing the 
feeling of the native Hawaiians. The 
chairman then announced Mr. F. J. 
Testa, who read in both Hawaiian and 
English the memorial of 13 articles to 
the President and Senate of the United 
States, protesting against annexation, 
and giving reasons for such protest. 
The memorial is a long one, and will 
not be given to the press for publica- 
tion until after the departure of the 
Belgic for San Francisco with Senator 
Morgan aboard. 


Mr. J. K. Kaulia, President of the 


Aloha Aina Society, was then announc- 
ed, Mr. Kaulia defended his position 
in the matter of signing his name to 
the request, asking Senator Morgan to 
speak in Kawaiahao church. He had 
been severely criticised for his action. 
He had done it simply to get Mr. Mor- 
gan to state his side of the question, 
so that the Hawaiians could all the 
more intilligently discuss the situation, 
Mr. Morgan was the possessor of two 
tongues. In Kawaiahao he spoke of the 
advantages that would come to the na- 
tives through annexation— just as to 
the negroes. Under Harrison's admin- 
istration, Mr. Morgan was one of the 
men who worked to have the negroes 
expelled from America and sent back 
to Africa, 
Kalauakalani, President of the Kalai 


Aina Society, was the next to speak. 
He waved a Hawaiian flag and told the 
natives to remain solid against an- 
nexation. Then he produced an Amer- 
ican flag and asked the people if they 
wanted to lose sight of their own flag 
and live under the American.

J. O. Carter was next introduced, and 


took the platform, with F. J. Testa as 
translator. Mr. Carter spoke as fol- 
lows: 
"Fellow-Citizens and Countrymen: 


Aloha oukou. It had not been my pur- 
pose to speak here tonight, but through 
,the requests of the gentlemen who 
have this meeting in charge, I am here 
to make a few remarks, which I shall 
give you to the best of my ability. I 
want to say in prefacing my remarks 
that we are facing the gravest question 
that has ever come before the Hawai- 
ian people. I come, believing that if I 
have a talent I shall let you know it 
and not put it in a napkin and bury it. 
I want to say to you who are Hawai- 
ians that we are a feeble folk, but the 
people of the United States appreciate 
the loyalty with which they have stood 
by their sovereign and their country. 
The very men who led the present 
movement to what it is, themselves 
admire the way the Hawaiian people 
have stood firm. You have stood as you 
did 
in 
1893— against 
annexation. 


Whether annexation is desirable or not 
is a question that could be ably argued 
on both sides, but I want to say that 
we have good authority against it in 
the words of the Senator from Alaba- 
ma who said that had he been a Ha-

Vnnex- 
ation will change the whole fiscal re- 
lations of the country. T want you to 
undei stand that increased taxation 
must oome in the event of annexation. 
1 want to speak with admiration of the 
men who have stood for annexation 
and who have stood a tax of thousands 
of dollars to further annexation. I 
want you to bear me out that from 
Lanai "to Kauai the people are crying 
out under the heavy taxation of the 
'best Government these Islands ever 
saw.' 
"I want to say to you that annexa- 


tion will revolutionize the whole labor 
system of the Hawaiian Islands. 
It 


will be said that I should be one of the 
first to favor such a move. We must 
have a just and humane system of un- 
derstood contract labor. I want to say 
to you that annexation means the 
sharpest kind of competition. 
Men 


will come here and undertake the me- 
chanical arts. I want you to under- 
stand that every clerk behind the 
counter and every one working for 
monthly wage, field laborers excepted, 
will feel this competition keenly. I 
want you to understand that the scale 
of wages in San Francisco will be the 
scale of wages in Hawaii. I want to 
say one more thing: The fortunate 
men in the labor market will be the 
field laborers. He will have protec- 
tion, for we are given to understand 
that in case of annexation no more 
Asiatics will be allowed in the coun- 
try Just as surely as skilled labor is 
lessened, just so sure will field labor be 
increased. I am leading up to this, be- 
cause people looking for annexation 
say it will be best for the sugar inter-

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ests. Now, I believe in those interests, 
but I am not ready to grant every- 
thing in the world to them. I have 
wondered, and sometimes 
thought, 


what annexation would do is not all 
ventilated. We should think what will 
become of us when we have to shoulder 
the burden of tariff, such as the Ding- 
ley tariff. The same tariff is denounced 
alike by protectionists, fair 
traders 


and free traders. Most of the articles 
from England, France, Germany, Chi- 
na and Japan will be increased to you, 
on account of that tariff. I very much 
fear the question of annexation has 
not been considered as it ought to be. 
When the Senate of the Republic of 
Hawaii met last month it took a very 
short time to ratify the Treaty of An- 
nexation. Nothing was said of the ad- 
vantages or disadvantages. I want to 
say to you that as a Hawaiian, I am 
indignant at the action which took 
place here on the 17th of January, 1893. 
As an offspring of American parents I 
am ashamed of that action. I believe 
that all that has followed that fatal 
day—all that has been laid upon us 
during the last four years—was be- 
cause of a false step taken on that 
day It seems to me that all that has 
been undertaken by the present Gov- 
ernment has been because the men in 
power took counsel of their fears and 
not their good judgment. If there is 
one thing I admire more than another 
in the Hawaiians, it is the patience 
that has been shown by them under 
wrong. I want to say now that your 
patience must surely be rewarded soon- 
er or later. I want to say that if jus- 
tice and truth be not crushed to earth 
and should rise again, a good time is 
coming. If there are any weak-kneed 
annexationists here, I wish to say: 
•Let him speak now, or forever hold 
his peace.' I would not excite passion 
or temper. I would excite in the breast 
of all of you a righteous indignation. 
What I have said, I have said because 
I believe it, and for the purpose of 
giving you some food for thought. In 
closing, I want to say to you that you 
should urge action in all lawful direc- 
tions to preserve and perpetuate Ha- 
waiian independence." 


This said, F. J. Testa introduced a 


resolution to the effect that the mass- 
meeting approve of the memorial pre- 
sented at the beginning and that cop- 
ies be sent the President and Senate 
of the United States, as well as the 
representatives of America, Great Brit- 
ain, Portugal, France and Japan resid- 
ing here. 
Chairman Hookano made a few more 


remarks, proposed three cheers for the 
Hawaiian flag and declared the meet-

In hi, remarks to the natives, 


last Friday evening, he made these 
points: 
First, that the annexation 


of Hawaii will make the Islands 
liable to attack and devastation, 
should the United States become 
involved 
in any 
foreign 
war; 


second, that the failure of annex- 
ation will not necessarily terminate 
the 
Reciprocitv 
Treaty; 
third, 


that annexation will revolutionize 
the labor conditions of this coun- 
try; fourth, that it will bring up 
many perplexing questions. 


It must be frankly admitted that 


each one of these propositions con- 
tains some truth, just as there is 
some truth in the proposition that 
these Islands are liable to be de- 
stroved by volcanic action. 
The 


most dangerous errors contain some 
truths. Xo doubt, in the event of 
war between the United States and 
another 
nation, 
serious 
conse- 


quences to these Islands would be 
involved. 
But, on the doctrine of 


chances, what are the probabilities 
of such a war? 
"We know of a 


hotel built in front of the guns 
of 
an 
American 
fortress, 
on 


the 
written 
agreement 
that it 


may be instantly destroyed, or 
blown up by the military forces, 
in case of' war. 
So small is the 


risk of loss, capitalists 
invested 


nearly one million of dollars in 
building the hotel. 


We admit that in the event of 


annexation, there may be some 
truth in Mr. Carter's propositions. 
No wise man can say otherwise. 
But Mr. Carter is, we believe, dis- 
ingenuous, in not presenting to the 
natives 
fully and 
frankly, the 


other side of the case, that is, the 
whole truth. 
Of course, he will 


reply that he is not the only parti- 
san in the community. That re- 
ply does not meet the case. lie 
puts himself forward as the frient 
and adviser of the natives. 
In 


these critical times they need a 
good adviser. 
It is their misfor- 


tune that they either refuse good 
advice, or follow bad advice from 
inclination. 


The vital question here is that 


of stability, the permanence of 
government under the admirable 
laws which have secured peace and 
justice to all, and especially to the 
ILrttaiians. 
They are the help- 


less ones, the weakest of the races 
living on these Islands. They ad 
mit it frankly enough. The evolu 
tion of trade has put them between 
the upper and the nether mill- 
stone, just as all human beings are 
liable to be forced between the 
same ugly stones. 
How can they 


be protected'. This is the serious 
question which Mr. Carter should 
have answered. 
He, like the ma- 


joritv of men, may be in political 
matters, epiite willing to sit on a 
log, and drift \\ith the current, 
and

DR. HENRY FIELD 


A Veteran in Evangeli- 


cal Work. 


Member of One of the Most Dis- 


tinguished Families In 


America. 


Dr. Henry M. Field, bays, Rain'b 


Horn, holds the unique distinction of 
being the Dean of the religious editors 
of America, on account of his 43 years 
continuous service on the New York 
Evangelist. He recently celebrated his 
75th birthday. He is the youngest of 
the four Field brothers, which together 
form one of the most remarkable fam- 
ily quartets the world has ever seen— 
the eldest being David Dudley Field, 
ol whom the late Austin Abbott said: 
"He was, for a third of a century, the 
most commanding figure at the Ameri- 
can bar;" the second, Stephen J. Field,, 
is the oldest Justice on the Supreme 
Court of the United States, where he 
has been for 34 years, a longer period 
than any other Judge who ever sat on 
that bench, excepting only Chief Jus- 
tice John Marshall; to the third broth- 
er, Cyrus W. Field, belongs the honor 
of uniting Europe and America by the 
Atlantic telegraph. 


Dr. Henry M. Field is the only one 


who followed the profession of his 
father, that of a minister. He was a 
pastor in St. Louis in 1842, when but 
20 years of age. After four and a half 
years he resigned and went to Eu- 
rope, where he spent a year and a 
quarter. 
Returning to America, he 


took a charge in "West Springfield, 
Mass., for four years, when he removed 
to New York to become one of the 
editors of the Evangelist, of which he 
later became the sole proprietor. 


In the course of Dr. Field's long 


editorial career, he has made frequent 
visits to Europe, and 20 years ago trav- 
eled around the world. 
His journey 


was described in two volumes which 
have passed through a score of edi- 
tions. A few years later he again made 
a tour of the East, writing of the lands 
visited in greater detail. The follow- 
ing being issued in rapid succession: 
"On the Desert," "Among the Holy 
Hills," a description 
of Palestine; 


"The Greek Islands and Turkey, After 
the War," (with Russia in 1877). Still 
later, other journeys of this insatiate 
traveler were interestingly narrated in 
"Old Spain and New Spain," "Gibral- 
tar," "The Barbary Coast," and "Our 
Western Archipelago." 


There is an air of courtliness and 


true gentlemanliness in Dr. Field's 
manner, which is as delightful as it is 
rare in these days. Though short in 
stature, his large head and full face 
lend him marked dignity. His voice 
is pleasing, and his words flow slowly 
and smoothly from his lips. In short 
there is an indescribable aroma of cul- 
ture and peace around him, which 
makes his presence a pleasure and a 
benediction. Such a man, I could not 
help thinking, is the glorious fruitage 
of the Christian religion when allowed 
to grow for generations in its fulness 
and sweetness, and power. 


"What changes have taken place in 


Sabbath observance during the past 
half century?" I asked this veteran 
editor and traveler. 


"I was brought up to keep Saturdaj 


night in the old New England way,' 
said Dr. Field reminiscently. 
"My 


father was a minister—a Puritan of 
the Puritans, and all Saturday after- 
noon he would keep repeating to my 
brothers and myself: 'My sons, we are 
on the borders of holy time!' As the 
sun sank below the horizon, there was 
quiet everywhere. Faces were washec 
and we went to bed very early. The 
Sabbath was kept with a strictness no 
known now-a-days. 
I think if my 


father had seen any of us smiling, he 
would have reproved us for it as no; 
consistent with the sacredness of the 
day." 


"And how do you view the Sunday 


bicycle?" I asked, eagerly. 


"In this, as in other things, the evi 


lies in the abuse. As an exercise I be- 
lieve in It. I ride a wheel myself. Nor 
should I object to a man's riding to 
church on his bicycle if he had no 
other way to go. But when I see young 
men and women mounting their wheels 
for a race course, and riding up hil" 
and down dale, I do not like it. I' 
spoils the sacredness and sweetness o: 
the holy day. This is not, for me, one 
of the modern improvements. If this 
be the alternative, I say give me back 
the quiet and peace of the New Eng- 
land Sabbath as I knew it in the days 
of my childhood. 


"My view of Sunday is that it is 


sacred, as a day of rest, for both bodj 
and mind. Not only should it be de 
voted to the worship of God, but to 
the cultivation of home life. 
When 


the young members of the family rush 
off right after breakfast 
to Sundaj 


school; and then hear a long sermon 
and attend three or four services dur 
ing the day, it becomes a kind of spir 
itual dissipation. This is not the way 
to get the most of real moral uplift 
ing. The Sabbath is a day for draw 
ing closer all the ties of the family 
for getting better acquainted so tha 
we shall love one another more. Fo: 
myelf, I seldom attend church in the 
evening, because I am so dreadfully 
overworked during the week that I air 
obliped to make Sunday n day of ab- 
soluto rest.

Hawaiian Mission Children s So- 


ciety Hold Meeting. 


The October meeting of the Hawai- 


an Mission Children's Society was 
held at the house of Mr. and Mrs. A. F. 
Cooke on last Saturday evening. It 
had been generally understood 
that 


the object of the meeting was to dis- 
cuss the suggestion made at the May 
meeting in regard to a change in the 
constitution and character of the so- 
ciety. After the ordinary routine busi- 
ness had been attended to this was 
made the order of the evening. Quite 
a number of the members expressed 
;heir opinions freely, and the general 
feeling seemed to be that the time had 
not come for any radical step to be 
taken. It was the prevailing opinion 
that the present constitution made 
provision for all immediate needs in 
the way of change, and until some 
definite end, different from that for 
which the society now exists, could be 
proposed, there was no need of dis- 
turbing the present order of things. 


The constitution provides that any 


person "in active sympathy with the 
object and aims of the society" may 
become eligible to membership in it. 
This makes it possible for people of 
other denominations and other connec- 
tions than those represented by the 
immediate descendents of the mission- 
aries to become members. 
It was 


thought by one speaker that an at- 
tempt to combine with other bodies for 
the purpose of carrying on some com- 
mon missionary enterprise would be 
impracticable, as each body of Chris- 
tian workers had its own aims and ob- 
jects to pursue, and would not care to 
turn aside from these for the sake of 
other work less distinctively its own. 


Another opinion expressed was that 


there 
had 
been 
development 
and 


change in the society in various ways 
in the past, and of such development 
the members were not afraid. The 
constitution made provision for meet- 
ing it. It would be better, therefore, 
to wait till in the natural order of ev- 
olution some change seemed plainly to 
be called for, and then make it by a 
regular constitutional process. It was 
finally decided that the regular Maile 
Wreath Committee should be appoint- 
ed and that an earnest effort should 
be made to provide a program which 
would be both interesting and in- 
structive, and that the society go on 
according to the old order. 


The interest of the meeting was in- 


creased by the rendering of a piece of 
music by Miss Parmelee and by re- 
marks from Mr. and Mrs. Stewart, mis- 
sionaries on their way to China.

W. A. Bowen, the society voted to hold 
its next meeting at their home in Ma- 
kiki.

HILO, Hawaii, October 6.—Four days

HAMAKUA COFFEE 


Result of Minister Cooper's 


Otaryations on Hawaii. 


MISTAKES MADE BY GROWERS 


Hawaiians Have Neglect- 


ed Their Homesteads. 


Fine Outlook for Homers— Some 


Homesteads Transferred 


to Japanese. 


Minister Cooper returned by the Ki- 


nau on Friday from a trip among the 
homesteads and coffee lands in the Ha- 
makua district. During his absence he 
was four days in the saddle, examin- 
ing the coffee on the lands far from 
the road, and he returns to Honolulu 
with a clearer idea of the coffee indus- 
try in the Hamakua district than is 
possessed by any other official of the 
Government through actual observa- 
tion. 


Minister Cooper is convinced that 


coffee is all right, and that it will 
eventually become a great product in 
Hawaii, but, like every new enterprise, 
it will require study, care and atten- 
tion from beginners. In an interview 
on Saturday Minister Cooper said: 


"The ultimate success of the cof- 


fee planter seems to be • assured; of 
course, there have been failures, but 
most of them are readily explained, 
and in the future may be prevented. 
These have occurred through want of 
knowledge, and also through a lack of 
personal attention to details, amount- 
ing in some cases to almost complete 
indifference. I spent four days in the 
saddle and personally inspected the 
homesteads from Kukaiau to Honokaa. 
Several of the failures are easily ac- 
counted for, for instance: 


"One man was inclined to be dis- 


couraged because his trees were mak- 
ing such poor returns and showed lack 
of vigor. Upon inquiry, it was found 
that the land upon which the trees 
were planted was so poor that it had 
never grown anything except 
scrub 


ohias and low brush, consequently, it 
would not grow good coffee. Another 
man has failed because he has set out 
his grove with young trees grown in 
boxes, which resulted in the tap root 
being distorted and curled, so that it 
was impossible for it to send down 
proper roots. 


"Another man's grove was composed 


of unequal trees; it showed some ex- 
cellent trees and some very poor ones. 
This was accounted for, for the reason 
that he had planted all the trees raised 
in the nursery. He had not considered 
it of sufficient importance to have se- 
lected the thrifty trees and discarded 
the poor ones, but simply took them 
all. But the man who has taken pains 
to use only the best trees grown from 


which Is a most desirable tree for a. 
wind-break, at, it grows nipldly and 
does nut stml out loots which mu-r- 
tere 
with 
the 
neighboring 
irws. 


Whether this tree will grow in the oth- 
IT districts or nut I am not informed, 
Inn its worth certainly \\urrants the 
experiment. 


"1 have rf-UiriK'd fully convinced that 


the coif of industry is an important one 
and that careful and intelligent work 
will surely bring good profits, but hap- 
hazard efforts will not succeed, aud 
the man who buys his coffee seed by 
the sack, plants it ami then sets out 
all the trees which result certainly will 
not succeed. The man who selects im- 
pioper locations as regards exposure 
and soil will also fail, but the man 
who looks at every tree before he 
plants it and ascertains if it is in the 
best possible condition, plants it in a 
favorable locality and gives it the best 
of his attention is sure to reap a re- 
ward. 


"It is certainly a very interesting 


trip to make to the various home- 
steads, and see the different methods 
employed in 
establishing a home. 


Many of the Portuguese work upon the 
plantations, leaving the care of their 
homestead to those who remain at 
home, or such few hours as can be 
spared from their other labors. 


"One of the interesting incidents of 


the trip was the use made of the car- 
rier pigeons by the Messrs. Horner. 
Their dairy buildings are located some 
seven miles from the coast at an alti- 
tude of between 3,500 and 4,000 feet. 
They are in constant communication 
with their home place by means of the 
pigeons. These intelligent birds never 
fail to take the message entrusted to 
their care, and in this way save much 
time and expense to their owners."

At this', the prison guard 


struck the customs officer, uaid then 
pinned him ugainst the gate. Just then 
Inspectors Muuoha aud Rhodes went to 
the lescue. Morris started in on them, 
but was very toou pinioned and held 
until the arrival of a police officer, who 
took him to the Station House and had j 
him locked up on the charge of as- 
sault and battery ou uu officer while in 
the performance of his duty. At the 
Police Station Morris told a great yarn 
of how he and the two native customs 
officers mentioned above had polished 
off one bottle of gin aboard the Peking. 
The one he hud attempted to take out 
the gate was the second, aud Inspector 
Munoha had given him permission to 
take that along. Investigation proved 
the entire falsity of this story. 


Spoken to in regard to the matter 


yesterday. Inspector-General of Cus- 
toms McStocker answered as follows: 
"It is absolutely impossible to keep 
liquor from getting asihore from these 
steamers, unless there is a guard to 
every port-hole and others all over the 
ship. People are allowed to go upon 
the wharves, and then they take ad- 
vantage of this to go aboard the steam- 
ers and tak« off liquor. You see, they 
can get this very cheap. For instance, 
gin is 50 cents a bottle. Now, if a man 
can get away with some of this stuff 
he feels very happy. Gin goes out in 
many different ways, such as between 
packages of freight. The duty of the 
Custom House is to prevent liquor 
from going past the gate in any but 
the usual way. As I said before, it is 
next to impossible to stop entirely the 
present abuse.4' 


SECOND 
LFCfURE. 


Given by 
.Mile. Bocftli in High 


School. 


Mile. Boegli, in her lecture on "The 


Origin of German Literature," yester- 
day afternoon, noted the first mention 
of the German nation by Caesar in his 
Commentarys. Tacitus also described 
the Germans as of remarkable stature, 
red-beared, blue-eyed, broad-shoulder- 
ed, so music-loving that they sung as 
they marched to war, and to make 
their- voices louder sung into their 
shields. Then followed a comparison 
between the Scandinavian 
mythology 


and the Grecian. The first monument 
of German literature was the transla- 
tion of the Bible in A. D. 388 by the 
Gothic B.ishop Ulflla. 
This antique 


work was formerly guarded in Prague, 
but at the capture of that city in 1648 
it was carried into Sweden. It may 
now be found at the University of Up- 
sala, and Is known as the Silver Codex. 


The Interesting relation between the 


high tide of literary merit and national 
advancement as occurring at the same 
time was reviewed, and the exception 
noted of the second golden age, which 
was quite independent of its counter- 
part In a patriotic line. In the eighth 
century Charlemagne was the patron 
and protector of learning, accomplish- 
ing for it in his realm what Alfred the 
Great did for England. In the ninth 
and tenth centuries literature was dor- 
mant, on account of the Invasion of the 
Hungarians from the Bast and of the 
Northmen from above. Learning was 
left entirely in the hands of the 
priests. A most Instructive description 
of the causes which led to the first 
golden age is worthy of note. The Cru- 
sades were the agent which brought 
together the knights on their way to 
the Holy Land; the Orient was opened 
to the Occident with all Its mental and 
material resources; commerce was de- 
veloped and the riches and prosperity 
of the towns increased; and last, but 
not least, the dynasty of the Hohen- 
stauffen was comprised of kings who 
were the protectors and advancers of 


Senator Morgan Plants Ohia. 
On Thursday Senator Morgan sent a 


communication to the Bureau of Agri- 
culture, asking if it were possible for 
him to obtain an ohia .tree, which he 
desired to plant in the grounds of Mr. 
S. M. Ballou. Minister King at once 
gave instructions to Forester Haughs 
to procure a good-sized ohia tree from 
the mountains, which he did, and yes- 
terday morni&g Senator Morgan plant- 
ed it on Mr. Ballou's garden. 


J. D. .McVeigh Wins. 


Some 25 members of the Sharpshoot- 


ers Company gathered at their butts, 
Kakaako, Saturday afternoon, and en- 
tered into competition for the Blvin 
prize hammock. This was won by J. D. 
McVeigh, with an actual score of 46. 
His handicap allowance of 2 points 
made Ms score 48. All the members 
succeeded in getting company bars by 
making 40 or better. 


and cultivation, and has afforded suf- 
ficient protection from the prevailing 
winds, shows what the ultimate result 
will be. The Messrs. Horner are an 
example -at this. They have many 
acres of fine trees and every tree a 
counterpart of its neighbor, and all in 
the most thrifty and flourishing con- 
dition. 
Some of their older trees, 


which are four years from the nursery 
and five years from the seed, are now 
yielding them an average of four 
pounds of the matured berries to the 
tre«. 


"Through the courtesy of Messrs. Al- 


bert and Robert Horner, I was fur- 
nished with the necessary horses and 
piloted about through all the home- 
stead lots that have been opened up 
for settlement in the Hamakua dis- 
trict. The results of the efforts of the 
homesteaders are the same as in other 
pursuits in life. Some show a very in- 
different condition, while others have 
a promising outlook. 


Several of the early settlers have as- 


signed their rights to Japanese, who, 
through their industry, have establish- 
ed for themselves a comfortable home 
with flattering prospects. With very 
few exceptions, the homesteads taken 
up by Hawaiians show no material im- 
provement. Many of the lots occupied 
by Portuguese show nothing but an 
evident intention of occupying 
the 


land for house lots, rather than home- 
steads. There are exceptions to this, 
however, and in several instances well 
laid-out grounds, thrifty trees and 
well-kept vegetable gardens are the 


selected seed and planted in fertile soil knowledge, especially Barbarossa. 
and has been careful in his pruning i 
If Mile. Boegli showed herself 
at 


home In her knowledge of French lit- 
erature last Friday, which will be re- 
sumed next week, her resources In the 
German were shown to be equally 
jreat on this occasion; and the taking 
of notes on the part of the hearers re- 
quired great expedition from the rap- 
idity with which she filled the hour 
with the subject at her command.
